Itis therfore fin to deſpiſe 
or refuſe, their Lawes commaunding 
that whick is g00d, & likewiſe to reſiſt 
orreproch their power, puniſhing that:

when Princes ceaſe to command for 
gog,orbendtheir ſwords' againſt God, 
whoſe Miniſters they are : we mult re- 
nerence their Power, but refuſe their 
willes . It is no reſiſtaunce to obey the 
preater before thelefler, neither hath a- 
ny-mancauſeto beoffended,when god 
is- preferred. Yet muſt wee not Ro 
nl | their 
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their yoke with violence, butratheren- 


dure their Swordes with patience, that 


God may be Iudge betweene Prince 
and People, with whome is no vnrigh- 
tcouſneſle, nor reſpec of perſons, 

Rom. 3-9-4 Reuerence due to Princes muſt 
comefrom the whole man, and haue 
the whole man, that is, itmuſt haue the 
loue of our harts,the prayer of our lips, 
and the ſubmiſſion of our bodies. They 
are Gods Miniſters for our wealth, They 
muſt therefore be loued euen from the 
| hart. We muſtloue their places appoin- 
tedby god to partake,aſwel with his ho 
nor, as with his power: We muſt loue 
their Perſons giuen vs of God inſteede 
of Parents, and doing that for vs, which 
naturall Parents cannot do. Wee muſt 
loue their paines, procuring vs greater 
benifits then any we can yeeld to th-2m, 
and ſoleauing vs ſtil theirdebtors,when 
we-hauedone our moſtand beſt ſeruice 

to them. 
For which cauſe our power failing 
vs to requite themas wee ought, wee 
muſt pray tothe God of all power, ws 
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the ſafetie, peace, and proſperitie of 


Princes,that our prayers may teſtificthe 
zeale of our hearts, and deſire of our 
willes, to obtaine from God farre grea- 
terrecompencefor them, then wee can 
any way renderthem. Yetmay we not 
ſlacke to do themall the honor we can, 


alwell with humilitie of the outwarde 


Man, as with fidelitic of the inward. 
When S. Peter ſaith , Honour the King, 
we muſt notthence exclude bodily ho- 
nour , which is ſenſibleto others, and 
reſtraine it tothe honouroftheminde, 
which neither wee canſhew, north 
can ſce, but by externall ſignes . The 
Commaundements of God binde the 
whole Man:no part is exempted where 
Submiſſion is required. 
Andbecau'eitis growena great fa- 
ſhion in needelefle curtefieto bowand 
touch the anckle, and inneceſlaric due- 
tie to ſtand ſtarkeand ſtiffe, letvs ſeein 
a word or two, whether the Cuſtome 
of this Countrie, inkneeling to their 
Princes, bee ſerullitie or flatteric , as
